Fall Near Jasper 


JASPER, Oct. 31.—Three tines of a 


pitchfork pierced the heart of Brady 
King, aged 26, when he- fell from a 
hay wagon.on a farm near Murry, 10 
miles southwest of Jasper, today, kill- 
ing him, almost instantly;
